Tue hopes which were entertained of a pacific 
solution of the “difficulty” between Spain and 
Morocco are rendered doubt’ul by the lates, 
tlegrams. We learn that the Cortes has autho. 
riscd a standing army of 100,000 men, with 60,000 
in reserve. The Spanish General has left Madrid 
for the scene of operations, and the time allowed 
for the acceptance of the ultimatum by Spain 
has expired. Spain, then, once more appears 
as a combatant upon the scene, not now in arms 
against the French invader, but in concert with 
France against her most ancient enemy. Seven 
centuries since the Crescent was triumphant in 
The ‘Sargectis and Arabs were 
the teachers of arts and arms. From Paris, 
London, Vienna, and Rome, students flocked to 
the University of Cordova andthe Seminary of Ceuta. 
Phe chivalry of Spain rose toeminence by her strug- 
to free herself of her conqueror. To this day a 
cast of countenance is familiar among the 
people, and the noblest ruins are those of temples the 
Saracens erected. Driving, at last, the Saracens | 
across the strait. the Spaniards followed them, once 
masters of some hundred miles of sea coast they have 
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that ferment which, beginning at Mcerut, spread like 
the chaputty through all the Mahometan nat‘ons of 
the earth. Nor were the insults of the Moors con- 
fined to Spaniards. They have equally assailed the 
ships of cvery nation. England, also, has a right to 
demand redress, and will, of course, do so. Our Con- 
sul has been compelled to fly from Rabat. Another 
of our Consuls has been fired at in Tangier. Ifa 
footing in Morocco is to be a compensation to Spain 
for insults reecived, we have a legitimate claim to the 


| same terms as any “favoured” nation may have. 


Of the four great tribes which inhabit Morocco— 
Berbers, Shelluhs, Arabs, and Moors--the last are by 
far the most numerous and powerful. They are de- 
scendants of the Mahometan conquerors of Spain, 
who were expelled from that country after the con- 
quest of Grenada in 1492. The Sultan of Morocco 
emulates the title of the Sultan of Turkey. He calls 
himself, like another potentate, “ Lord of the Faith- 
“fal” and “ Viceroy of God on earth.” His stand- 
ing army is but 5,000 negroes. In case of war with 
Spain, the religious fanaticism of the people will be 
aroused, and the whole male population may 
assemble---not for a pitched battle, but to harass the 
enemy by a Parthian warfare. The population now 
is not more than 6,000,000, though it would appear to 
have been anciently five times as numerous. The 
young student will recal to mind the vast armies 
which the Roman historian states followed the 
standards of Bocchus and Jugurtha. He will re- 
member how King Juba gave away his old king- 
dom of Numidia for this Morocco, or Mauretania, to 
Augustus, and how powerful the kingdom grew 
under him. Nor is it without interest to recal to 
mind that Tangier itself is the old Roman colony, 
Tingis, or that one of the noblest exploits of poor 
blind Beiisarius was performed here, when he broke 
the power of the Vandals. The h'story of Morocco 
from that time is almost a blank, until Abu-Bcekr, 
chief of a sect of warlike fanatics, made himself 
Emperor of Morocco. His kingdom fell to pieces 
about two hundred years since, and the present 
monarch is a descendant of Mulai Sheriff, King of 
Talifet. 

Against two such cnemies as France and Spain, 
Morocco can offer no long resistance. The climate, 
indeed, may prove destructive to fresh trcops, but 
the experience of the French proves that troops can 
be acclimatised if due precautions are observed. As 
Algiers has proved to be an admirable nursery for 
the armies of France, may not Morocco yet serve the 
same purpose for Spiin? France, in twenty years, 
may not be the only Power possessing her Zouaves 
and Turcos, and it may be a fair subject of inquiry, 
since such troops are now introduced into European 
warfare, whether England alone should disdain to use 
barbarian elements. 


An evening contemporary has thought fit to assail 
the Midland and Western Railway. As the Great 
Eastern is lying at Holyhead, several of the rail- 
ways offered facilities of conveyance to parties intend- 
ing to visit her. The Midland Company at once 
undertook to bring passengers to and from Holyhead 
at fares which our contemporary acknowledges to 
be “extremely moderate.” The complaint is, that 
“only two days were set apart for the commencement 
of the excursion, and that these days were not 
advertised sufficiently early for country families to 
take advantage of the concession.” We know that the 
advertisement appeared in this journal four days 
before the first day of the excursion, and almost as 
soon as it was ascertained that the Groat Eaoctorn 
would remain at Holyhead. Besides, those two days 
were merely intended, as our contemporary's words 
show, fora commencement. We are sure that if it 
be desirable to any considerable number, the Midland 
Railway will set apart two days each week or fort- 
night for excursions, once it is ascertained whether 
the ship will remain at Holyhead. It is not advisable, 
with regard to the interests of the shareholders, to in- 
terfere with an enormous regular traffic by establish- 
ing more excursion trains than may be necessary: 
We can confidently say that no railway in Ireland is 
conducted with a more liberal or generous spirit. We 
wish that other companies would afford anything 
like the facilities which the public meet with from 
the Midland Company. Their time table is observed, 
their fares are low, their officers are courteous and 
obliging, and this is more than we can pronounce a 

other railway com panies of far less stability.

The ruffians who attempted to place Mr. Goodison’s 
hotel in a state of siege had not assembled to see justice, 
or anything like justice, administered ; they merely 
wished to gratify their eyes with the pleasing spectacle 
of a Protestant judicially beaten by a Roman Catholic, 
and their bestial howls expressed the malignity of 
their triumph. We have of late been sufficiently dis-

In noticing Dr. Cullen’s pastoral we stated that he 
had fallert into the egregious mistake of attempting to 
support the desperate cause of the Papal Government by 
argument. Nothing could be more damaging to himself, 
or fatal to his cause, than such a short-sighted pro- 
ceeding. E 

The Pope's Irish Legate sets out by saying that it is 
impossible to notice all the attacks made against the 
Pope’s authority, and almost useless to answer them, as 
they emanate from persons “blinded by passion, and 
inaccessible to reason.” But, strong in the goodness of 
his cause, he still cannot resist the temptation ofa 
crushing reply to “ one or two of the arguments gene- 
rally alleged on this subject.” Here is one specimen of 
the doctor’s facts and arguments :— 

The first and principal ground of complaint against 
the Pope appears to be that he is not willing to extend 
to his dominions that liberal form of government which, 
under English influence, and with the applause of the 
British press, has been introduced into the kingdom of 
Sardinia by its Ministers, Cavour and Rattazzi. But 
is there anything in the fruits obtained in that kingdom 
by the liberalised form of government toinduce the Pope 
to adopt it? What has been the effect of the reforms 
of those applauded Ministers ? Under their auspices 
the property of convents and monasteries has been con- 
fiscated, nuns and friars dispersed, priests and bishops 
exiled or persecuted, the rights of the chufch invaded, 
heresy and error patronised, and the fountains of know- 
ledge poisoned by anti-Catholic and infidel teaching. 
All this has been done under the name of progress and 
liberality ; but, to show how hypocritical is such a pre- 
tence, we may add that the boasted liberty of the press 
has been assailed, every Catholic newspaper suppressed, 
and intolerable and most oppressive burdens placed upon 
the people. 

Dr. Cullen speaks of the rights of the church having 
been invaded. This, of course, refers to the Siccardi law, 
which makes priests amenable to the same tribunal as 
other subjects of the King of Sardinia ; a state of things 
to which Dr. Cullen, the Papal Legate, is himself sub- 
ject in Ireland, and which has prevailed in these realms 
since the Constitutions of Clarendon. Next, he will 
have it that“ heresy and error are patronised,” because 
toleration has at last been extended to the Waldenses. 
Then “ the fountains of knowledge are poisoned.” What 
Dr. Cullen may here refer to passes comprehension. 
But if he will condescend to particulars we are ready to 
show that in Piedmont anti-Catholic or infidel teaching is 
neither patronised nor tolerated. 

To deny that the press is free to the fullest extent in 
Piedmont is to deny that the sun shines; and to assert 
that “every Catholic newspaper has been suppressed” 
is, we regret to tell the Papal Legate, a downright 
falsehood. The Armonia was indeed suppressed during 
the war, but simply because it took the Austrian side, 
and was written by traitors to thcir country. It is now 
published as usual. ‘The Piemont was, however, at once 
started in its place ; and it is printed and published like 
any other journal, quite freely, and has certainly the 
unenviable reputation of being the most abominably 
lying newspaper in Europe. Jt was, for example—we 
beg Dr. Cullen’s attention—the P iemont that invented 
the lie that a convent of nuns had been violated at 
Verruchio, and that six priests were murdered in a pro- 
cession at Modena ; falsehoods of the first magnitude, 
which were, of course, faithfully copied into Dr. Cullen’s 
favourite journals in this country. 

The “losses and miseries” to which Dr. “win alludes 
are of his own invention, He does not live in Piedmont; 
and as those who do live there do not complain of their 
losses and miseries, instead of wasting his compassion on 
imaginary woes he may reserve it for the real sufferers 
in the Papal States, who are not yet cursed with a 
liberal and enlightened Government. This is an illyg- 
tration of the doctor’s facts, and of the reasoning that 
he builds on them. In what he says of Piedmont there 
is not a word of truth. He is evidently not at home in 
the region of facts, and loses himself as soon as he 
abandons the coarse and truculent abuse which is his 
native vein.

It is sad enough to hear, as we are now almost daily 
hearing, of shipwrecks and deaths, but it is sadder by 
far to see these melancholy disasters ere and clas- 
sified in the form, not of calamitous tations, but of 
ordinary contingencies, as if they ted an annual 
tribute exacted from us by some inexorable demon of 
the seas. We need do no more than indicate certain 
special inferenees which may serve, perhaps, to keep the 


exertions of philanthropists and ers in the right 
direction.

average tale of such casualties is 745, but we doubt

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to serve it. The boats of the company were 
last year either for duty or practice by nearly 3,000 
sailors, and not one life was lost, notwithstanding 
the nature of the service, out of the whole number. 
The reader, we trust, has not forgotten that all the 
disasters of which we are now speaking occur within 
the narrow limits of our own waters. We are not 
including in the account any of those shipwrecks of 
which the tidings come to us across the deep seas, or any 
of those catastrophes in distant oceans which our co- 
lumns periodically report. All this property and all 
these lives are swallowed up within gunshot of the Bri- 
tish shores, and the aggregate loss may well induce us 
both to reflect and to act. The mere money sacrifice 
is estimated at some £30,000 a-week—£1,500,000 a-

in the pound. The average loss of men 
is equivalent to that of a line-of-battle ship 


ship’s crew ; in fact, every tenfyears we may be said to 
lose a body of sailors as large as that of our whole Coast- 
guard. Surely it is high time that these matters were 
put on a better footing. It isa proof of what may be 
effected by good seamanship when we see that only 12 
fishing smacks were lost out of more than 1,000 vessels ; 
and it is evidence of what lifeboats and other apparatus 
may do when we find that in the last year alone they 
saved upwards of 400 lives. With these inducements to 
exert ourselves, and these indications of the direction 
which our efforts should take, we can hardly hesitate 
much longer, and we trust most sincerely that in a few 
years’ time we may ind the Weekly Register reduced to 
dimensions of comparative unimportance. 


The Observer on the proposed establishment of a 


local European Military Force in India:— 

A valuable series of suggestions has been offered by 
Colonel Vincent Eyre, for reconciling the two objects of 
providing an efficient iocal Eurcpean military force for 
Indian service, and constituting a permanent force for 
garrison duty in these islands, by which an important 
addition might be made to the meana of national de- 
fence. In sotne shapeor other a local force similar to 
that forming the Fast India Company’s European army 
will no doubt continue to be maintained. The prevailing 
opinion is that, out of a total force in India of fifty or 
sixty thousand European troops, o 


third should be sup- 
plied by such a local corps. The ren disruption of the 
local Indian army has attracted i 


‘reased attention to 
the*constitution of that body, and to certain defects in 
the system under which it was recruited, which had al- 
ready been the subject of remark. Under the régime of 
the company, their recruiting agents were in a great 
measure restricted to the metropolitan districts, and it 
had been noticed that the recruits latterly enlisted were 
‘morally and physically of an inferior stainp to those 
formerly sent out. In the re-constitution of the force, 
it would no doubt be an object carefully kept in view by 
the authorities to raise the standard of efficiency as tar as 
practicable. Still there is something in the nature of the 
service, under its hitherto existing conditions, to deter 
the better class of recruits. There is an idea of hope- 
lessness and isolation involved in such a service which 
must naturally have a deteriorating effect, when there 
is a competition between it and the other branches of 
the national army for recruits, such asin all probability 
will continue to exist in years tocome. The service has 
attractions of its own, no doubt, but not enough to 
counterbalance its disadvantages in the eyes of the best 
class of young men who join the rank and file of the 
army out of a spirit of enterprise and liking for the 
military life. Colonel Eyre proposes a plan which is 
well calculated to make Indian service as popular as any 
other branch of military service, and, at the same time, 
whilst drawing closer the connection between it and the 
main body of the army, will give us also a local force 
for home purposes of defence. 

When the troubles in India broke out, and every avail- 
able regiment of the Queen’s army was drafted thither 
from England from the colonies, second battalions were 
raised to a number of the line regiments—about twenty- 
four---to supply the drain. Colonel Eyre suggests that 
these second battalions should be altered in constitution 
so as to dovetail with the local force in India, or to have 
in their stead a certain number of “ garrison battalions ” 
raised expressly for home defence, with a corresponding 
number of “ Indian battalions,” expressly for local ser- 
vice in India~—-the former to act as recruiting depots for 
the latter. In order that there should be a free system 
of exchange between the home and Indian battalions, he 
would assimilate the mode of promotion, making it to 
follow the Indian rule of seniority, so that “ an individual 
attached to a home battalion might exchange 
with another in the corresponding Indian battalion,” 
and otherwise, Under this system, says Col. Eyre, the 
home battalions would be at once recruiting depcts and 
nurseries for our Indian regiments, and arks of refuge 
for our veteran heroes after the latter have undergone a 
sufficient quantum of buffeting and exposure in India. 
The young soldiers would be sufficiently trained in the 
garrison battalions before being drafted out for ser- 
vice in the Indian battalions. They would go out 
ready disciplined and prepared for immediate service. 
Having gone through their period of service in India, 
their home battalions would be open to receive the 
veterans who might be willing to continue for a longer 
period in the military life. “We should thus be able 
to avail ourselves, for home purposes, of the school of 
military service offered by India, and the Indian veterans 
might come to be as important an element in our defen- 
sive force at home as the African regiments make in the 
army of France. We think Colonel Eyre’s suggestions 
deserving of very careful consideration. A measure in- 
troduced by Mr. Sidney Herbert, for ren the ser- 
vices of the veterans of India available for defensive 
mm at home to a limited extent, was passed in the 

t session of Parliament. Colonel Eyre's plan isa 
much one, and would include that object whilst 
providing, in what would seem to be a very efficient 
matiner, for the maintenance of that local ferce which, 
in some shape or other, must doubtless be kept up. It 
would economise the raw mat of our armies, by 
making a very considerable of the Indian branc 
available, or after term of Indian service, 
applicable for the defence of the country, and that is a 
consideration of very great importance.

The fourth point (equally uncontradicted) appears to 
me the most important of all. If we Protestants make 
an invidious distinction between the children of pure 
and mixed marriages, the latter, when slighted by us, 
wili be very willingly adopted by the Church of Rome ; 
the members of which communion, with a zeal worthy 
of imitation, are ever ready to pick up and provide for 
such waifsand estrays from the Protestant Church. Had 
the Protestant Orphan Society adhered rigidly to the 
terms of their original resolution, and received “ the most 
destitute orphans of our fellow- Protestants,” there would 
have been no occasion Whatever for the Protestant 
Orphan Refuge, which merely originated to supply the 
deficiency in the former society occasioned bu the 
resolution of 16th March, 1830. 

One great objection tothe proposed amalgamation-— 
namely, the difficulty of getting the officers of two inde- 
pendent societies to work together when united, is 
obviated by the handsome and unselfish offer of the 
committee of the Orphan Refuge to surrender the man- 
agement and control to the existing committee of the 
Protestant Orphan Society. The datter committée, 
however, decline the trust thus offered them.

RAILWAY TO IRISHTOW N AND SANDYMOUNT 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Str,—Permit me, through the columns of your cxrel- 
lent journal, to call the attention of the Dublin And 
Wicklow Railway Company to the necessity of extending 
their line to Irishtown and Sandymount. Several pro- 
posals have been brought forward for years past upon 
this subject, but as the feeling of the Dublin and Kings- 
town Company appears to have been inimical, nothing 
effectual has been done. There is a very large traffic 
from Irishtown and Sandymount ; the cars for years, 
and the omnibuses latterly, have been compe- 
ting with the railway as far as Merrion, where 
only a few trains stop, at lorg intervals. The Dublin 
and Kingstown Railway is wide enough for four lines of 
rails from Westiand-row to the canal dock, a distance of 
about three-fourths of a mile. Why not devote one of 
these lines of rails to a distinct line to Sandymount, and 
continue that line along the low grounds towards Irish- 
town, crossing the Dodder a little below new London 
Bridge, and also crossing Bath-avenue, and Tritonville- 
road, at Irishtown, and running towards the shore be- 
hind the chapel, and so along and across Seafort and 
Newgrove-avenues, and back of the gardens of the 
houses on Sandymount Strand, and then let it 
run into thes Dublin and Kingstown Railway at 
Merrion? Level crossings could be got for 
all these roads, in which case, as the works 
would be, from the nature of the ground, of a 
very trifling character, the expense of the whole two 
and a quarter miles of railway, or thereabouts, would be 
comparatively insufficient. This subject, at all events, 
is worth the consideration of the directors, who must per- 
ceive that the district in question is becoming every 
year ot increased importance, even in spite of the miser- 
able means of conveyance to which it has been compel- 
leéto submit; and if the construction of the proposed 
railway is much longer deferred, the whole of the 
ground will be covered with buildings, and then 
the expense of purchase will become enormous. 
As onefifth of the traffic would run upon 
the Dublin and Kingstown Railway, that company should 
contribute in proportion to the expense of the works. 
Mr. Sidney Herbert should act liberally as regards the 
land, as his property would be vastly benefited by the 
proposed line. My reasons for continuing the line to 
Merrion, and running into the Dublin and Kingstown 
Railway, are too obvious to need any comment; and I 
would say,in conclusion, that any short line, or branch, 
to Sandymount-green will fail to meet the requirements 
of the people of this district generally. ‘There should be 
a station at Irishtown, another at Newgrove-avenue, 
and a third at the Martello Tower.--- Yours, obediently,

INQUESTS. 

DETERMINED SUICIDE.—ÚDFr. White, city coroner, held 
an inquest yesterday at Island Bridge Barracks, on the 
body of a private soldier of the 15th Hussars, named 
James Batt, who terminated his existence on Sunday 
morning by discharging his loaded carbine into shis 
mouth, by which his skull was shattered to atoms and 
his brains blown out. 

Evidence was given as to the state of his mind, and 
the manner in which the rash act was committed, and 
the jury brought in a verdict to the effect that the un- 
fortunate man comunitted suicide while labouring under 
temporary insanity. 

We are requested to state that when the jury were 
sworn in the above case, and had remained a consider- 
able time standing in the open barrack-yard for want of 
some proper place to hoid the inquiry, the coroner sent 
for the adjutant of the regiment, who came and in- 
formed him there was no room in the barrack 
suitable for a jury to sit in to which access 
could be The coroner then intimated 
his intention of adjourning the inquest until 
such time aa he should ascertain if it were :ossible the 
barrack could not afford a more fitting place to hold 
so solemn an inguiry than an open square in which a 
regiment.of mounted dragoons were being exercised 
with their trampets sounding and bands playing. The 
officer retired, and, after a short delay, returned 
and informed the coroner that he could have the use of 
a room in the sergeants’ quarters to which the jury were 
then conducted, and the inquest hell. 

Dr. White held another inquest, at the Meath Hospi- 
tal, on the body of a man, named Michael Byrne, aged 
32 years, who got his hand severely injured, 
by accidentally becoming entangled in the 
machinery of a biscuit factory mill at which he was 
working. Immediately after the accident, he was taken 
to the above hospital, when it was deemed necessary to 
amputate the limb, but he would not submit to the ope- 
ration. Mortification set in; and after lingering for 
some days he died yesterday morning. The :ury tound 
according to the facts.

DETERMINED Svicipe BY a SOLDIER.—Át an early 
hour on Saturday morning, the 15th instant, much 
painful sensation was occasioned at the military barracks, 
at Parsonstown, by the discovery that a private soldier, 
named George Millar, belonging to the depot of the Ist 
Royals, quartered in that garrison, had committed 
suicide by cutting histhroat with arazor. He expired 
in less than five minutes after he had been visited by 
the medical officer. At eleven o'clock an inquest was 
held before George Heanan, Esq., coroner when it ap- 
peared in evidence that the deceased had been upwards ot 
twenty years in the service, and expected to be dis- 
charged shortly on a pension. He had been some time 
ago orderly to one of the staff officers of the battalion, 
but had been sent to his duty in consequence of some 
misconduct. The only unusual symptoms or irregulari- 
ties which he was proved to have exhibited was, 
that he had complained to a comrade of Joss of sleep, 
but nothing to call for any particular observation was 
observed in him up tothe time ofhis death. Ina few 
moments efter “the revéille,” which was beaten at six 
o'clock on Saturday morning, Millar got out of 
his bed,and when partially dressed he addressed his com- 
rades who were asleep in the same room, as follows :—- 
“ Come, men, it is time to get up ; this is clearing-up day, 
and the room is to be washed.” These were the last words 
he uttered, and in afew moments he was observed 
looking out of the window, and “a noise, as if water was 
dropping,” as described by one of the witnesses, was 
then heard, which called attention to the unfortunate 
man, who, it was then discovered, had cut his throat. 
Dr. Hoile, Assistant Staff-surgeon, was at once sent for. 
tle promptly attended, and on his arrival found that the 
deceased was dying from the eflects of loss of blood, es- 
caping from atransverse wound of the throat, extending 
from the left ear to the centre of the right jaw. He(Dr. 
Hoile ) inserted a few stitches in the wound, but before 
the operation was concluded Millar expired. The coro- 
ner summed up the evidence, and the jury b t in the 
followi verdict :—* Thaton the 15th October, 1859, 
at Birr Barracks, the deceased, George Millar, by cutting 
his throat with a razor, himself did kill andslay.” The 
deceased was aged about forty years.

“The Spanish Government, at the request of the Mi- 
n'_eer of Foreign Affairs, has further prorogued the time 
for the ultimatum fifteen days longer, which will be due 
om the 20th, but before this time it is expected matters 
will be brought to a close, particularly now that the ta- 
Wented and experienced British Chargé d’Affaires is the 
mediator between both nations. 

“ A deputation composed of forty persons had left Te- 
than é present to the Sultan an address on the part of 
the Mhabitants ofthat place. It is reported from Tetuan 
that Sidi Mahomet-el-Katib has received a letter from 
the Sultan. ceuched in the most familiar terms, confira:- 
ing him in his office, and begging his counsels and aid on 
every matter. His Sheriffian Majesty says that he wishes 
té pursue the same policy towards the European nations 
#4 Christians in general as his father. He also disap- 
yiroves the conduct of the Moors of Angera regarding 
Ceuta, and despatches have been forwarded to that tribe 
warning them against any further acts of hostility, 
which leads to the belief that the Sultan is well disposed 
for ai affangement. 

w Tt is also said that the Faqui Essefar has likewise been 
«onfirmed ; consequently no great changes will take 
place in the Government as was expected. The Sultan, 
in answer to an address presented to him by the func- 
tionarics of Rabat, said that those who had served his 
futher were cndeared to him. 

“ Evening. 

“ The Governor received to-day the official news of 
the triumphial entry of his Sheriffian Majesty at Me- 
quinez; consequently there was great rejoicing. The 
t¢tter from the Emperor was publicly read at the mosque 
an the batteries fired 61 guns. The Sultan, in his letter, 
to the people of Tangier, says that he will protect them 
to the last, will defend their religion, &c. 

“ What struck us most was that the Spanish war 
stcamers in the bay hoisted the Moorish flag and fired a 
salute of 21 guns in compliment of the occasion ; and in 
consequence some people say that the question is already 
settled, but nothing positive is known.” 

‘The steamer Egyptian, which conveyed the above 
névs to Gibraltar, also brought good tidings from the 
oast.

Grain and other produce were being brought 
into the markets by the Moors from the interior. At 
Macán all fears of further invasion had disappeared, 
end the natives had again come into the town with 
gaurvansos and Indian corn.

interest. Among those we note particularly, as cal- 
culated to win more than ordinary attention as well 
as sympathy, some passages from the conspiracy headcd 
by Robert Emmett, in which Arthur Aylmer, a youth 
of good family, fatally entangled himself under the 
influence of a severe personal disappointment. The 
annals of Irish crime, ouly too fertile in deeds of 
violence and bloodshed, furnish matter for more than 
one harrowing tale. The greater part of the narra 
tives, however; are of the lively order, exhibiting the 
characteristics of the Irish people in attractive, and 
often ludicrous, pictures. The ruined Irish squire 
and the Irish fortune-hunter, especially, are brought 
prominently into view ; and altogether a better or 
more graphic portraiture of Irish society as it was 
at the beginning, and even towards the middle, of this 
century, is hardly to be met with. ‘To this latter class 
of stories belong the courtship of Dionysius O’Dogherty, 
Esq., illustrated with extracts from his diary ; a short 
biography of a gentleman from Ireland; Terence 
O’Shaughnessy’s first attempt to get married; and, 
last, not least, the adventures of Richard Rafferty, the 
Irish fortune-hunter, from which we are tempted to 
select a few samples of Mr. Maxwell’s manner of adorn- 
ing his tale :— 
Roger Rafferty, of Castle Rafferty, flourished when “ the 
First George was King.” He drank c!aret (mensal allowance 
rather large), but corrected vinous acidity with a suitable 
proportion of aqua vile. Mem.—Neither the bane nor anti- 
dote contributing a schultogue to the royal treasury. He kept 
fox-hounds, a score of horses at rack and manger; and as 
many servants, of high and low degree, as the hall would 
hold—parting, as might be expected in return, with the town, 
lands of Cloonsallagh, Drumbree, and Ballymuck, and mort- 
gaging half-a dozen more. He broke his neck, crossing the 
country against time, for five pounds, P.P.; falling at the 
last leap, and greatly regretted, as he was winning in a canter. 
His years and virtues are recorded on a large flat tomb-stone 
in the grave-yard of Kill-na-saggart; but you can’t read the 
inscription, as the letters were rubbed out by the weather 
thirty years ago. 
He was succeeded by hisson Reginald, who the next year 
was returned, after a smart contest, for the county—election 
expenses being defrayed by the produce of Bawnbuy, Mon- 
eein, and Cultimore, which were sold by auction to the highest 
and best bidder. He sate in Parliament only for a portion of 
the session, having been expelled the House for threatening 
to horsey hip the Speaker. His demise was unexpected, he 
being found de‘unct upon the high road, in returning, a little 
hearty, from achristening. As his neck was short as his 
temper, the coroner declared he had popped off in apoplexy, 
and the jury, by their verdict, very properly confirmed this 
learned opiaion. 
Ralph, the antecedent proprietor to the present owner, was 
hospitable and inoffensive, declined alienating any more of 
the family estates, but prudently contented himself with 
mortgaging when he wanted the metallic supplies. His 
decease was very sudden and much lamented. Having

PAUL CULLEN’S PASTORAL. 

Ifthe Pope wants soldiers he does not want priests. 
Cannon and powder and shot may long ago have been 
expended—his treasury may empty—his exchequer bank- 
rupt—his army worthless—his hopes desperate. But 
he has priests in every city, province, and nation of 
Europe, each exploding in succession from the crackers 
of Orleans and Nantes to the bombshell of Dublin—a/ias 
Paul Cullen. If Pio Nono, now in hisretreat—some say 
his flight—from Rome, does not return to the seat of St. 
Peter, it will not be because he has few champions or be- 
cause they are silent. The cackling of geese once 
saved the Capitol. ‘The detonating pastorals of priests 
may do it another like service. We do not com- 
plain of Paul Cullen. He fills up the gap in the 
Irish Pontifical brigade created by the silence or im- 
provement of the Lion of St. Jarlath, whose roar used to 
wake up Tipperary ; and during the dull season of the 
year he gives the newspapers at least something new. 
l'aul Cullen is a genuine representative of the fierce 
will, if not of the power, of old Hildebrand. The evi- 
dence of this succession is abundantly furnished by 
those {pastorals and archiepiscopal allocutions which 
he never fails to cast upon the winds, the waters, and 
the world. His last, however, is by far his best. It is 
fierce, menacing, defiant, and inlaid with falsehoods 
and fables and misrepresentations sufficient to entitle 
him to canonisation. It may be asked what has so 
excited and exasperated this meek disciple of St. Hild- 
berand? Has not Government done enough---we 
think vastly more than enough---for Komish priests of 
late? Are they not found as chaplains in the army, 
saying mass in our poor-houses, and receiving 
ample stipends for doing so? Are not the Na- 
tional Schools emptied of every child of a Romish 
peasant and nephew of a Romish priest? All this 
is of no use or consolation. The provocative of so 
much wrath in Paul Cullen is none of these. The 
great reason is the Pope’s loss, not of a dogma of the 
Church, but of a far more serious affair—the loss of a 
portion of his temporalities. The Romagna is sick of 
the Papacy, and its secession from Pontifical jurisdiction 
is the first landslip of a movement that will leave the 
Pope as little at Rome as he now has at Jerusalem. 
There is no preregative of the Pa which the 
watchdogs of the Vatican have more solicesly guarded 
than the patrimony of St. Peter. No crime is so fenced 
with curses as that of denuding the Popedom of a single 
acre of this sacred estate. The very suspicion of its 
peril arouses the whole hierarchy of Christendom, 
and, as at present, rockets fiery and frequent are 
seen darting east, west, north, and south over Europe.

FOR AMERICA, ON THE 94rn INSTANT. 
Notwithstanding all the rumours and confident as-

Thisis the more necessary while the com- 
pany has aunited and most influential body of ship- 
owners to contend against, who cannot but see that the 
success of the Great Eastern must materially interfere 
with the present system of postal subsidies, and that the 
ship will prove a formidable competitor for freights. 

The directors are, it is stated, satisfied with the per- 
formance of the ship on the late trialtrip. No official 
report has yet been reccived by the board either from the 
captain or the engineers in charge ; but Mr. Campbell 
and Mr. Bold, the managing directors, accompanied the 
ship on the occasion, and they have furnished informa- 
tion identical in every respect with that which will be 
found in the letter of our special correspondent in ano- 
ther partof the Observer. Some very extraordinary 
notions have been indulged in, respecting the speed 
which the ship was to make, very far exceeding the 
anticipations and calculations of Mr. Brunel, to whom 
the great ship owes its origin. A short time only be- 
fore his death he stated most distinctly, to some persons 
who were talking of the ship’s making twenty knots, 
that she would do nothing of the kind, that she was 
never designed for such a high rate of speed, and that his 
calculations were that she would make the voyage 
from England to Calcutta or Sydney in from 32 to 36 
days ; this he stated in the most confident manner she 
would accomplish, the rate of speed required for that 
purpose being only from 14 to 14} knots per hour. 
These exaggeratec opinions have led the public generally 
to under-estimate the results obtained upon the trip to 
Holyhead. A vessel of more than four times the ton- 
nage of the largest ship afloat has been propelled at a 
rate equal to that of the fastest-going ocean steamer. 
On a run of more than fifty miles from Scilly to Kinsale 
the Great Eastern made from 14} to 15 knots, or be- 
tween 17 and 18 miles an hour. A few days before the 
trial trip, the Delta, constructed for the Peninsular and 
Oriental Company, underwenther trial at the measured 
mile, and the mean of four separate trials gave a speed of 
14.6 knots, or 16.8 miles per hour. But the results obtained 
atthe measured mile, even if conducted upon the 
fairest system, cannot be compared with the average of 
a run of fifty or sixty miles. Every one conversant in 
the slightest degree with the trials at the measured 
mile know that an amount of speed is obtained upon 
such occasions which is never realised afterwards in 
practice. For some time before nearing the measured 
mile the fires are carefully attended to, so that no fresh 
coal should be needed to be put on during the run, that 
the furnace doors should not be required to be opened, 
that the fires should be perfectiy red and clear, and 
giving off their maximum heat, and the steam carefully 
“bottled up” in the boilers be fully sufficient to make 
the prescribed distance without any fresh supply of cold 
water into the boilers. The instant the mile is run 
the water is poured in, coals are heaped on the’furnaces, 
and by the time aconvenient spot is reached forenabling 
the steamer to turn---which, by the way, is never found 
until the engineer is ready---the fires are well up, and a 
good head of steam is obtained to make the second ‘run, 
under circumstances equally favourable as the first. 
The Great Eastern aceoniplished the same speed as the 
Delta in a long run of 723 knots, when she made 14 2-5 
knots an hour. Comparing the indicated horse-power 
of the two vessels, the advantage is immensely in4dayour 
of the great ship. In the Delta the indicated horse-power 
was 1,612, for a tonnage of less than 2,000 tons; 
in the Great Eastern the power indicated was slightly 
over 7,000 horses, with a tonnage of 25,000 tons. 
The speed of the two was equal, but the Delta 
ran but one mile, the Great Eastern 84 miles ; 
each horse of the Delta dragged little more than one ton, 
each horse of the Great Eastern dragged nearly four tons.

None of its rivals can carry coal for more than three 
weeks’ consumption, the Great Eastern can take suffi- 
cient for the voyage to India, or Australia and back. 
The Queen’s yacht is the fastest ship afloat, but she does 
not make more than fifteen knots or eighteen miles an 
hour in her ordinary work. But the Victoria and 
Albert has etigincs of 1,000 horse power for a tonnage of 
less than 3,000 tons ; there one horse drags three tons. 
In the Great Eastern, as already stated, one 
horse drags ten tons,jand the speed of the Royal yacht is 
not higher than that of the great ship. The theory of 
Mr. Brunel, that the increased size of the ship would 
give greater speed, without any corresponding increase 
in the consumption of fuel, has been, therefore, so far 
satisfactorily established. ‘The consumption of coal ot the 
Great Eastern, if taken at the highest estimate of 250 
tons per day, is still immensely below the proportion 
which, coimpared with other vessels, Would be due to her 
size and speed. The Persia, according to the statement 
of Sir E. Cunard, burns 150 tons of coal per day. Her 
speed is not equal to that of the great ship, and the ton- 
nage is not one-fifth of its great rival. The Great East- 
ern would burn 750 tons of coal per day if the consump- 
tion of fuel was to be in proportion to that of the Persia.

In a short time, when the premises 
were apparently clear, Mooney opened the inner shop 
door with a key, let himself in, and stealthily opened the

—“Mind ye, he has it fixed; better to not touch it.” 
It happened there was then a less sum than usual, and 
too large a proportion of half-crowns. On that day there 
was nothing taken. (On Sunday, the 9th inst., the key 
being left as usual, and there being then no watch, there 
was 5s. 10}d. taken. Mr. Turkington then put himself 
in communication with Head-constable i a 
very active and efficient police-officer, who himzelf un- 
dertook to watch proceedings yesterday (Sunday) morn- 
ing, and for that purpose had himself concealed in the 
shop at about eight o’clock in the forenoon.
